The serv ice is free to the farm ­ 
ers of the cou nty , with the ex ­ 
ception of the heav y glazed pa­ 
per u sed in placing the corn in 
dolls in the testing box .

Senior corn clu b boy s who 
hav e made application to fu r­ 
nish seed corn for the clu b boy s 
nex t y ear are testing their corn 
in the cou nty agent’s office and 
if their corn tests on an av er­ 
age of 9 5% germination a cer­ 
tificate 
will 
be presented 
to 
them. 
There are thirteen boy s 
who hav e made application from 
this grou p and will bring their 
* corn for testing Satu rday . 
The apparatu s that has been 
installed for the testing is a 
large box equ ipped with three 
electric lamps th at fu rnish the 
necessary temperatu re and with 
continu ou s watering with wood 
, shav ings retain the moistu re pro­ 
v iding 
ideal 
conditions 
f o r 
germination. 
The seed corn is 
then placed in the dolls, wrap­ 
ped in the water fibre paper on 
top of the shav ings and is left 
there for sev en day s, althou gh 
within two day s sprou ting has 
. beg un.

Denv er, Colo., Jan. 23—(A.P.) — 
A written plea of Benjamin P. 
Bower, 6 2, Denv er bakery m an­ 
ager, to “send $50,000 immedi­ 
ately . . . They will kill me if y ou 
don’t ” spu rred officers in 
the 
qu est of his kidnapers today . 
The letter was made pu blic 
early today by the chief of po­ 
lice, who said Mrs. Bower had re­ 
ceiv ed the letter Friday morning, 
bu t had kept it secret. 
The letter, which Mrs. Bower 
identified as written by her hu s­ 
band, said he was aliv e and u n­ 
harmed. It designated a rendez­ 
v ou s on a road west of Denv er 
and instru cted Mrs. Bower how 
to handle the money . 
“Make a bu ndle of all cash,” 
the letter said, “and wrap it in 
an old newspaper and cov er it 
with red cloth.” The letter added 
the money was to be giv en to 
men who wou ld meet her two 
miles from Golden, a town abou t 
15 miles west of Denv er. 
Chief Clark wou ld not rev eal 
the time designated. The letter 
was postmarked Thu rsday ev e­ 
ning. Bower was abdu cted from 
his home by gu nmen Tu esday 
night.

The 
closing of bu siness was entirely 
v olu ntary . Policemen natrolling 
the streets hav e no au thority to 
enforce the decree bu t after its 
issu ance in an early morning ex ­ 
tra of a newspaner, v ery few 
shops—these mostly small ones— 
defied it. 
Food, medical su pplies, and the 
newspaper with the latest news 
of the “holiday ” were practically 
the only items pu rchasable in 
this town of 50,000 popu lation. 
“Dentists and su ch like,” as a 
fifth grade lad commented while 
sitting in a dental office waiting 
room, also were doing bu siness.

nearly ten per cent, for the

Ev ery item in the cost of liv ­ 
ing tu mbled down, ev en rents 
which are the slowest of all fix ed 
costs to y ield to the pressu re of 
declining prices. 
This was annou nced today by 
the Bu reau of Labor statistics, 
based on a stu dy of 32 represen­ 
tativ e cities, north, sou th, east 
and west. For all the drop, hpw- 
ev er, it still cost nearly 46 per 
cent more to liv e in 19 31 than it 
did in 19 13.

Ford plant which was b rought to j 
Cork almost b odily from Detroit 
lour y ears ago is employ ing 2,000 
hands, three times the numb er 
of two months ago, and addi­ 
tional men are b eing taken on 
every day . 
But tractors and automob ile 
parts are not responsib le for this 
renewed activity . The new hands 
are making gutter pipes and 
eaves for houses. 
The Ford plant alsc* is turning 
out a new household cistern. 
Cork, however, is of two minds 
concerning Ford’s venture here. 
One group asserts that it has 
b een a b lessing, another that it 
is a hindrance. 
Ford pay s the highest wages 
of any employ er in Ireland, in­ 
cluding the great Guinness b rew­ 
ery in Dub lin. 
Until a short time ago the low­ 
est. paid workers in the Ford 
works received more than the 
skilled men in other plants, and 
more than doub le the wages of 
men in similar occupations. 
Furthermore, 
they 
worked 
shorter hours and the 5-day week 
gave them plenty of time for rec­ 
reation. 
All this attracted many men 
who had steady employ ment else­ 
where They threw up those job s 
and came to Cork. Many of them 
now have b een out of work for 
two y ears and their initially high 
wages have b een more than null­ 
ified. 
Others married, made future 
plans on the strength of the 
b oom day s, and are hard pressed 
now, and workmen from all parts 
of Great Britain had to b e as­ 
sisted b ack home.

To Lewis To p s 
Litera ry Yea r

(A.P.)— Decora­ 
tions of the 1931 literary y ear 
reached highest distinction in 
this country with the award of 
the Nob el Prize to Sinclair Lew­ 
is. 
Whatever Americans may ar­ 
gue pro and con, European opin­ 
ion evaluates Lewis as a respon­ 
sib le commentator on American 
life. 
Ranking b ooks of the y ear 
show a tendency toward the 
writing of calm and thorough 
commentaries on 
people 
and 
their affairs, rather than the 
splashing out of mannered or 
modernistic 
pictures 
in 
b ook 
form. 
Survey ing the y ear, the lead­ 
ing b ooks fall into this category 
of restraint and measured pow­ 
er* Galsworthy and Walpole il­ 
lustrate it markedly . 
The first novel John Gals­ 
worthy has written in four y ears, 
“Maid in Waiting,” again esti­ 
mates and analy zes England, 
and adds a shrewd comparison 
with America. Scenes and peo­ 
ple are describ ed with Gals­ 
worthy ’s usual leisurely convic­ 
tion. 
“Judith Paris” b y Hugh Wal­ 
pole is the second of a project­ 
ed series of four novels dealing 
with an English family through 
two centuries. 
Characters 
are 
very 
well- 
rounded, scenes are thoroughly 
staged, and as with Galsworthy 
we have a definite recognition 
of the influences, motives and 
characteristics that underlie the 
action. 
In lighter vein, Margaret Ay er 
Barnes, winner of the last Pul­ 
itzer Prize, gives sub stance and 
significance to the situations of 
her new b ook, “Westward Pas­ 
sage.” 
Arthur Schnitzler, who died 
shortly b efore the pub lication of 
“Flight Into Darkness,” handled 
the intense theme of a m an’s 
gradual descent into insanity in 
so natural a m anner that case 
history b ecame drama. 
Willa Cather deepens her in­ 
dividual channel of writing in 
“Shadows on the Rock,” with 
her q uiet strength ancl finished 
writing, as Virginia Woolfe in 
vastly different techniq ue devel­ 
ops her analy tical approach in 
“The Waves.” 
Other novels offering the b al­ 
anced point of view characteris­ 
tic of the y ear include Edna Fer- 
b er’s “American Beauty ”; A. J. 
Cronin’s “H atter’s Castle”; Hen­ 
ri Fauconnier’s “Malaisie” and 
“A White Bird Fly itig” b y Bess 
Streeter Aldrich. 
Outside the field of novels we 
find less experimentation and 
more assurance in this y ear’s 
output of short stories. 
The O. Henry memorial award 
volume contains wo$k of such 
polished writers as Wilb ur Dan­ 
iel Steele. 
Somerset Maugham has pub ­ 
lished a collection, “First Per­ 
son Singular,” that is represen­ 


tative of his knowledge of hu­ 
man nature. 
Biography has turned still fur­ 
ther from the extremes of b ally ­ 
hoo and ridicule to more con­ 
servative estimates. 
Ray Stannard Baker’s “Wood­ 
row Wilson,” Emanuel Hertz’s 
“Ab raham Lincoln” and Clennel 
Wilkinson’s “Nelson” serve to il­ 
lustrate this trend. An unb iased 
view of the times and the per­ 
sonalities involved is found in 
the correspondence of Ellen Ter­ 
ry and Bernard Shaw. 
H. G. Wells has tried to give 
us a fresh consideration of old 
facts in “The Science of Life” 
which he wrote with Julian S. 
Huxley and his son, and in “The 
Work, Wealth and Happiness of 
Mankind.”

Bu t tractors and au tomobile 
parts are not responsible for this 
renewed activity. The new hands 
are mak ing gu tter pipes and 
eaves for hou ses. 
The Ford plant also* is tu rning 
ou t a new hou sehold cistern. 
Cork , however, is of two minds 
concerning Ford’s ventu re here. 
One grou p asserts that it has 
been a blessing, another that it 
is a hindrance. 
Ford pays the highest wages 
of any employer in Ireland, in­ 
clu ding the great Gu inness brew­ 
ery in Du blin. 
Until a short time ago the low­ 
est. paid work ers in the Ford 
work s received more than the 
sk illed men in other plants, and 
more than dou ble the wages of 
men in similar occu pations. 
Fu rthermore, 
they 
work ed 
shorter hou rs and the 5-day week 
gave them plenty of time for rec­ 
reation. 
All this attracted many men 
who had steady employment else­ 
where. They threw u p those jobs 
and came to Cork . Many of them 
now have been ou t of work for 
two years and their initially high 
wages have been more than nu ll­ 
ified.

the Nobel Prize to Sinclair Lew- 
is. 
Whatever Americans may ar­ 
gu e pro and con, Eu ropean opin­ 
ion evalu ates Lewis as a respon­ 
sible commentator on American 
life. 
Rank ing book s of the year 
show a tendency toward the 
writing of calm and thorou gh 
commentaries 
on 
people 
and 
their affairs, rather than the 
splashing ou t of mannered or 
modernistic 
pictu res 
in 
book 
form. 
Su rveying the year, the lead­ 
ing book s fall into this category 
of restraint and measu red pow­ 
er.« Galsworthy and Walpole il­ 
lu strate it mark edly. 
The first novel John Gals­ 
worthy has written in fou r years, 
“Maid in Waiting,” again esti­ 
mates and analyzes England, 
and adds a shrewd comparison 
with America. Scenes and peo­ 
ple are described with Gals­ 
worthy’s u su al leisu rely convic­ 
tion. 
“Ju dith Paris” by Hu gh Wal­ 
pole is the second of a project­ 
ed series of fou r novels dealing 
with an English family throu gh 
two centu ries. 
Characters 
are 
very 
well- 
rou nded, scenes are thorou ghly 
staged, and as with Galsworthy 
we have a definite recognition 
of the influ ences, motives and 
characteristics that u nderlie the 
action. 
In lighter vein, Margaret Ayer 
Barnes, winner of the last Pu l­ 
itzer Prize, gives su bstance and 
significance to the situ ations of 
her new book , “Westward Pas­ 
sage.” 
Arthu r Schnitzler, who died 
shortly before the pu blication of 
“Flight Into Dark ness,” handled 
the intense theme of a m an’s 
gradu al descent into insanity in 
so natu ral a m anner that case 
history became drama. 
Willa Cather deepens her in­ 
dividu al channel of writing in 
“Shadows on the Rock ,” with 
her qu iet strength and finished 
writing, as Virginia Woolfe in 
vastly different techniqu e devel­ 
ops her analytical approach in 
“The Waves.” 
Other novels offering the bal­ 
anced point of view characteris­ 
tic. of the year inclu de Edna Fer- 
ber’s “American Beau ty”; A. J. 
Cronin’s “H atter’s Castle”; Hen­ 
ri Fau connier’s “Malaisie” and 
“A White Bird Flying” by Bess 
Streeter Aldrich. 
Ou tside the field of novels we 
find less experimentation and 
more assu rance in this year’s 
ou tpu t of short stories. 
The O. Henry memorial award 
volu me contains work of su ch 
polished writers as Wilbu r Dan­ 
iel Steele. 
Somerset Mau gham has pu b­ 
lished a collection, “First Per­ 
son Singu lar,” that is represen­ 


tative of his k nowledge of hu ­ 
man natu re. 
Biography has tu rned still fu r­ 
ther from the extremes of bally­ 
hoo and ridicu le to more con­ 
servative estimates. 
Ray Stannard Bak er’s “Wood­ 
row Wilson,” Emanu el Hertz’s 
“Abraham Lincoln” and Clennel 
Wilk inson’s “Nelson” serve to il­ 
lu strate this trend. An u nbiased 
view of the times and the per­ 
sonalities involved is fou nd in 
the correspondence of Ellen Ter­ 
ry and Bernard Shaw.
